“ KOREA. 

The Oficial Gazette gives thefollowing secoant 
of the punishment of the two chief murderers of 
the lata Captain Isobayaghi:—" Two of the 
Koréans wha murdered Captain Isobayashi 
Shinzo and others were punished on the 29th 
Jounary last ot the oxooution gronad, ot Man- 
senpiyo, outside the Sorai gate. Ono of the two 
criminals having been deczpitated on tho pre- 
vious day, only bis head was exhibited on this 
occasion. A tent was pitched on an oclevated 
part of the exeoution ground for the accommo- 
dation of Ganoral Li Kiyo-kon, superintendent 
of the caremony, whence he issned his commands; 
and this smalk place was guarded by. scores of 
Koraan troopa standiag'.‘to' the right and 
lati. About twenty steps uway ware ersoted 
two large boards baaring the chatacters “ (keep) 
solomon and silent.” Brotwaen those and tho tent, 
the Japanese troops stood-in two lines, about 
twonty poss apart from each other, the inter- 
voning spaca boing appropriatad for the exaon- 
tion. About threao’olock p.m., Lieatoxant Mura- 
kami, and Mossrs, Komuro and Kawakami, at- 
tachés of tha Japanese Logation, several police 
inspectors, constables, and a Compauy of infantry 
arrived on the spot. A short time ofter, the 
oriminal, Gen Kan-ko, carried on a frame, and 
surrounded by a large number of officials, was 
conveyed to the place, and this was followed by 
the arrival of General-Li Kiyo-ken, whon a gun 
of pooulisr shapo, which always struds on tho ox- 
eoution ground, was fired threa times. » The Japa- 
nose officials than passed their namas to, and 
axchanged salutations with, the Ganeral. who 
seated himself iu his tent, The execution took 
ploco at four o'clock, “Tsvo warders dragged the 
oriminal by the hair to the contra of the groand 
about thirty paces in front of the. Japaness of. 
ficiala, and awaited farther orders. Thon ensued 
the officers’ command, followed by loud auswers 
from the fils, and mesawhile seven - shots 
were heard. Tho wardors, instructed by tho 
General at osoh stago of their actions, untied 
the fastenings of the ‘criniinal, took off his 
olothes, bound him sgain in a nudo state and 
laying ‘him on the ground, retired. At four 
o'clock, the excoutionsr came on the scene, sword 
in hand, and, standing closo by tho oriminal, cat 
off his head, the sword being so blant that the 
-hoad was only severed at the sixty-third stroke. 
| Lhe head, plated ons squara frame along with 
that of another oriminal, Kin Tai-ko, was thon 
offered for the inggection of General Li, and 
both wero afterwrants thrown down beside the - 
tronks, At forty minotes past four o’slock, the 
Tapanesa officials took leave of the Koreans, re 


criminals according te the national law, The 
judgment, proclaimed on tho same day was fixod. 
‘to the top of 8 staff in front of the Korean bar. 
tacks for public inspection, a copy of phich the 
Koreans handed to tha Japanese officers. “It 
ran as follows:—“Tho many rioters who uttack- 
ed Captsin Isobayashi, of the Japanese Army, 
iaving,boon captured ond examined, snd from 
their statements the heinous crime of Kin Tai- 
ko and Gen Kan-ko having become apparent, so 
that not a'single circumstance remains conoasl- 
od, they are decapitated outside of the southern 
igeat gate, Cantion to tho publioc.”—Japan
